W ashington Cítt, Feb. 
27.-T h e dis- 
« nation abont the fishery treaty, and oppotl- 
tion which baa bgpn developed bare, makes 
the following ex planation of lie terina by 
Secretary Bayard of general interest, w h a t 
the eecretary aaye below ex plains bis under­ 
standing of asme of the provisions which 
have become subjjcte of discussion: 
' * “ In the treaty just concluded and sub­ 
mitted to the senate,” said Secretary Bayard, 
“ the United States have aseured practically 
everything we have contended for. 
I don’t 
hesitate to say that if Canada bad conceded 
to American fishermen in iSSti one-fourth of 
the rights that are secured for them by this 
treaty there would have been no trouble at 
all. 
Every difficulty that the American fish­ 
erman has had to contend with has been 
rem oved by this treaty. 
“ The terms of the treaty ex plain them­ 
selves, and if any further ex planation be 
needed it is provided in the accompanying 
message, which the president communicated 
to the senate. 
In that message the changes 
which will be brought about 
from the con 
dition of affairs with which we have had to 
contend in the past are very plainly pointed 
ou t 
“ Generally it can be stated that no fishing 
ground of any value whatever to American 
fishermen has been conceded to Canada by 
this treaty. 
There has been some adverse 
comment upon the 
delimitations partic­ 
ula rly specified in regard to some Canadian 
bays, but in these nothing has been lost 
Egmont bay, in Northumberland strait, is 
perhaps the largest bay for wbich the lines 
of delimitation are specially stipulated in 
the treaty. 
But there is no fishing whatever 
in that bay. 
Ex perienced navigators say 
that during the past twenty-one years no 
fishing vessel has been in that bay ex cept in 
transit for some place else. 
“ Of all the bays and creeks thus concedsd 
to Canada the only one which contains any 
, bait or fishing is Chaleur bay. 
Americans do 
not want it, and could never use it fortfish- 
ing purposes, and under the treaty it will be 
at their dispcs il for all the use they will want 
to make of it. They can enter it at any time, 
as they can enter all other Canadian ports 
and bays for water, wood, shelter, or repairs. 
Chaleur bay is possibly about twelve miles 
wide at the entrance, so thaj; we give them a 
concession over and above the ten-mile rule 
established for other ba ya ” 
The correspondent called the secretary’s at­ 
tention to article 3 of the treaty, which says: 
“ The three marine miles shall be measured 
from low-water mark, but at every bay, 
creek, or harbor not otherwise specially pro­ 
vided for in the treaty, such three marine 
miles shall be measured seaward from a 
straight line drawn across the bay, creek, 
or harbor, in the park nearest the* en­ 
trance at the first point where the width does 
not ex ceed ton marine miles,” and Inquired 
if the drawing of the straight line at the ten- 
mile width was not a retention of the head­ 
land theory of the Canadians. 
The secretary said it was not. 
The liea l- 
land theory of the Canadians, for instance, 
would draw a straight line from one end of 
Prince Ed ward’s island to the other, enclos­ 
ing a semi-eircu!ar piece of water forty or 
fifty miles in width and many hundreds in 
length, and many hundred square mile3 in 
ex tent, or from one fork of Cape Breton to 
the other, 
which would 
have a similar 
effect 
The teri-mi!e width was simply a conven­ 
ient ex tension of the six -mile width, for, meas­ 
uring throe marine miles from each shore, 
no United States vessel could entera bay 
six miles wide at the entrance. 
One of the 
reasons for drawing the line at ten miles 
is that the American fishermen lose nothing 
thereby, while the terms of the treaty are 
reciprocal. 
Tb * Canadians are to have the 
same privileges in our bays that we have in 
theirs, and as we have perhaps fifty large 
bays for their one, the ten-mile width suits 
us better. 
As to article 15 of the treaty, which stipu­ 
lates for larger privileges in Canadian waters 
on condition that the United States remove 
the duty from Canadian fish and fish oils, 
Secretary Bayard says the treaty Is complete 
without it. 
The British and Canadian pleni­ 
potentiaries were eager to have the duty re­ 
moved and to give a quid pro quo. 
But the 
American negotiators firmly declined all 
along to stipulate for any chango in the tariff, 
or even for any recommendation to congress 
to make any change in the tariff. And while 
this hypothetical provision is inserted in the 
treaty where it can do no harm, but where it 
insures a quid pro quo should congress make 
the change referred to, no communication, 
no recommendation will be made to congress 
oil the subject. 
It is for congress to do jist what it pleases 
about the matter without any suggestion 
from the ex ecutive, for the modus viveudi, 
which is to endure for two years. 
Secretary 
Bayard takes no responsibility. 
It wus 
freoly givon by the other side and nothing*is 
asked in return. 
It calls for uo legislation 
ou our part, and no ex ecutive action on our 
part. 
It is entirely for the benefit of our 
people and to be ex ecuted entirely by the 
other side. 
The secretary, however, 
believes 
that 
many of the United States fishermen might 
find it very profitable to pay 1 1.50 per ton 
for the advantages offered them. 
The priv­ 
ileges of transhipment, he thinks, might be 
very valuable, and the average tonnage of 
the vessels, he says, is not over seventy tons. 
All the waters secured ex clusively to Can­ 
ada by the treaty, the secretary says, do not 
contain as much as one per cent of tho fish­ 
ing open to the United States fishermen, and 
he refers to the tastimouy of the late Pro­ 
fessor Spencer F. Baird that these same ex ­ 
clusive waters of Canada have no value 
whatever for the fishermen of the United 
States. 
For fishermen with the purse seine 
used by the Uuited States fishermen it would 
be profitless and positively dangerous to fish 
in the shallow waters, and among the rocks 
of the Canadian harbors. 
Secretary Bayard will transmit to congress 
in a few days some additional correspond­ 
ence which will shed more light upon the 
diplomacy of the whole affair. 
In the mean­ 
time the secretary is very well satisfied with 
the tr« >* • «-

Tho needs comprise every­ 
thing that enters into the construction of a 
town—building

kinds. 
Besides 
that, 
clothing and provisions 
were indispensable, as many of the unfort­ 
unates had lost everything they had. 
He 
gave instances: 
Capt. 8. T. Stratton, a man 
73 years old, had become absolutely penni­ 
less, losing the accumulations of a lifetim e— 
$25 ,0(10; 
R. E, Ryan, merchant, is now a beg­ 
gar, losing $20,000; Dr. A. C. J ohnson, had 
started to California a rich man, was called 
buck by a telegram,and uow has not a dollar. 
Poor people 
who had homes costing from 
$200 to $30 0 are living in the streets, their 
homes being kindling wood, and that even 
swept a w ay. 
Mr. Varnell wants to g ive tho latter class 
$150 and $300 respectively, to rebuild with. 
The people are doing their best. 
They went 
to work bravely when they got over the 
dozed condition iti wbich the terrible calam­ 
ity left them, tut outside help is abso­ 
lutely 
necessary; 
and 
it 
must 
be 
prompt sad generous. 
Mr. 
Varnell was 
evidently disappointed with the way Chicago 
was moving in the matter. He ex pected $50,- 
000 at least from a city that would be very 
much diff rent from 
it is if the nation 
had been as niggardly in its time of need as 
Chicago is proving itself now, with barely 
$10,000 to g ive to the relief of suffering 
Mt. Vernon. 
He did not put his feelings 
into words, but went home with a heavy 
heart. 
Suid he: 
“ Only think of it—$1,000,000 in proparty 
destroyed, wiped out! 
How can we be re­ 
stored within ourselves! It can not be done 
ex cept by outside help. The county is injured 
by loss of property; the school district is im­ 
poverished. 
The city has no money and wifi 
g« t no tax es for 1887— no, not enough to bury 
the dead.

W o rriraent and D issipatio n. 
AVe liear and read much of late of an 
increasing tendency to nervous disorders 
and insomnia among nu n and women, 
and even among young people. 
It is a 
bad symptom, indicative of 
growing 
physical infirmity, the cause or causes of 
which are will worthy the investigation 
of the scientist and the medical expert. 
Probably our social customs and our gen­ 
eral habits o f life have much to do with 
it, and probably our over devotion, our 
over exertion and our over anxiety in 
business and in ambitious pursuits are in 
a measure responsible. 
Most of us try 
to do too much, and some of us break 
down in the etTort before suspecting what 
the matter is. Better to have health than 
wealth; better to linger at the foot of the 
mountain with comfort than to exhaust 
and cripple ourselves trying to climb to 
the top of it for the mere sake of the 
gratification of getting there. 
But some of us who, ailing, do not 
know what the matter is, not only over 
work and over worry, but drink too 
much, eat too much, or indulge too 
much in other dissipations and bad 
habits, that wear and prematurely en­ 
feeble anti exhaust the body and the 
mind. 
We are so apt to yield to the 
cravings of abnormal appetites, to an 
over indulgence of the passions, to the 
gratification of the desire for pleasure, 
and to the pressure of worldly ambition, 
that we become victims of our weak­ 
nesses before we are aware of it, and 
find ourselves going to physical wreck 
and ruin at a time of life when we ought 
to be at our very lx*st. 
Wo call in the 
doctors, hut it is difficult for the wisest 
of doctors to diagnose the ailments of 
their patients without knowledge of the 
inducing causes, and still more difficult 
to treat their cast s successfully for the 
same reason, the patients keeping their 
own secrets and thus baffling the physi­ 
cian’s judgment and skill. 
It has often been said that we of the 
present generation, in this country, “livo 
too fast;’’ that we do business too much 
on the steam engine principle, in our 
eagerness to lie rich, and that this is why 
we are lx*coimng a nerve shattered, debili­ 
tated and prematurely exhausted people. 
That some of us “livo too fast” is no 
doubt true, but wo seriously doubt the 
assertion that many of us break down or 
kill ourselves prematurely by our steam 
engine methods of work or business. 
Among the healthiest and strongest of 
our merchants, professional men. me­ 
chanics and others within the circle of 
our acquaintances or observation are 
those who work the hardest, the longest 
and the mssfc energetically. 
Worriment 
and excessive indulgence, much more 
frequently than overwork, are the causes 
of nervous wrecks and physical and in­ 
tellectual break downs. 
One hour of 
fret and worry is more wearing upon 
body and mind than a whole year of 
hard work, and the excessive use of 
stimulants, excessive indulgence of the 
passions and persistent excessive dissipa­ 
tion of any kind hasten more men and 
women to premature decay and death 
every year than either overwork or over 
devotion to the legitimate pursuits in 
life.- Chicago Journal,

strength of France is let down at 2,051,- 
453 troops, exclusive of the territorial 
ar m y , w hich is equally large; that of 
Russia at 1,022,405; Germany, 1,403,600, 
and Austria-Hungary, 1,035,9 55. 
The 
military strength of Italy has now at­ 
tained proportions that would have been 
deemed incredible ten year?, ago., In­ 
cluding militia, it is alleged to amount to 
2,387,832 men. 
If, however, a similar 
inclusion be made in the case of Russia, 
the military strength of that power will 
probably l>e found to exceed even that of 
the French republic. 
Compared with 
these figures the numerical proportions 
of the British army ought almost to sat­ 
isfy the members of the Peace society. 
Including our militia and volunteers, as 
well as the Indian army, we can just 
muster 781,077 troops. 
And these have 
to serve for Hie defense of territory 
dis­ 
tributed over a very much wider area 
than that ruled by any of the other pow­ 
ers.— Court Journal.

Postofflcea In Mexico. 
Speaking of postoffices, if you go into 
ono almost anywhere in tho land of 
“ Dios of Liber tad” and ask in English 
for a letter, the obliging postmaster or 
one cf his deputies will toss out the whole 
stock addressed to foreign names, whether 
it be a peck or a bushel, and allow you 
to select for yourself, quite 
indifferent as 
to whether you confine 
yourself to your 
own or other people’s 
mail. 
Although 
my countrymen 
are proverbially honest, 
that is allowing rather too much lati­ 
tude, as has sometimes transpired, both 
in matters of lovo and lucre. 
I notice 
that they never do that way with any but 
foreigners’ letters, the Mexicans them­ 
selves being more carefully served from 
pigeon 
holes alphabetically arranged. 
W hether this distinction is made because 
they aro unwilling to take extra trouble 
for “ outside barbarians,” or because they 
know too well their own little peculiari­ 
ties, is a matter of conjecture.

among those of Mexican birth, and

The women, as in all heathen lands, 
have all the heavy work of tho family to 
do. 
The men do the sewing for the fam­ 
ily, but the women do all the farming, 
bring all the water and wood, and do tho 
cooking. 
They do tho farm work with 
the baby of tho family tied on their back, 
as a rule. 
It is wonderful what cheer­ 
ing traits they develop even in tho face 
of all this. 
The husband is often the 
husband of many among the bettor class. 
A man's wealth can easily Ik* known 
tho number of his wives. 
They all be­ 
lieve in the ability of a “ witch” to take 
away life. 
I am told that it is common 
to call an uganga (doctor; what we would 
call in the south “ a witch doctor”) for a 
sick per on to have the spirit found. 
This doctor often finds the spirit in a 
tree, a piece of wood, or stone, and 
sometimes in another person. 
If tho 
sick die, then this person in whom the 
spirit dwelt is ndoki (witch). 
Often a 
person dies without an uganga. 
In this 
ease the uganga would be sent for to find 
out who is ndoki. 
— Congo Missionary in

South America*« Yuca Root. 
The mealy substance of the poisonous 
yuca toot, or 
cassava, furnishes the flour 
of the country—yuca starch. 
This is the 
same root 
from which the tapioca 
of 
commerce is prepared. The Indians, who 
are the bakers of the country, grate the 
yuca root and squeeze out the poisonous 
juice with their hand3. 
They wash the 
substance and bake it before the fire. 
This final process drives away any rem­ 
nant of poison that may remain, as the 
poisonous element of the plant is prussic 
acid, a volatile liquid easily expelled by 
heat. 
In some Indian tribes the juice of 
the yuca root is used as a mode of public 
execution, and twenty-six drops are said 
to be enough to kill a stalwart man in 
six minutes. 
Yet even this deadly juice, 
wdienJxnled, becomes harmless, and it is 
commonly fermented to make chicha, 
the favorite beer of the country. 
The Indians make a delicious snow 
white bread from the yuca, which re­ 
sembles the passover bread of the Jews. 
This bread they retail in guambas or 
netted bags thrown across the backs of 
donkeys. 
Yuca flour is imported to our 
own markets under the name of tapioca 
arrowroot. 
I think the Brazilian arrow­ 
root is all made from the yuca root. 
South American cooks make delicious 
little breakfast puffs of this yuca starch 
and cheese, which are served with coffee 
in the sleeping room before the regular 
breakfast hour. 
The root of the yuca is 
boiled and takes the place of our potato, 
and all the clear starching of the house­ 
hold is done with yuca starch.—Amy C. 
Shanks in Good Housekeeping.

Some of them plunge into kettles of boil- 
ing water the newly cut branches of the 
oaks, w hich washes off the dejiosit, until 
the water becomes so sweet as to remind 
the Yankee of a veritable sugaring off in 
the old Granite state as he takes sqis of 
it. 
Other companies of natives may be 
seen vigo ro usly lieating with sticks the 
branches, 
which, from 
having 
l>ocn 
spmul 
upo n the ground, have so 
dried 
that the glistening crystals fall readily 
ujkmi the carpet spread to receive them. 
The crystals art* separated from the pieces 
of leaves by a sieve, and then the manna 
is pressed into cakes for ust*. The manna 
is in j real demand among these Oriental 
Christians.
